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Action ‘now considered’ 
over Queensbury Lodge

FOREST Heath District Council 
say they will consider enforcement 
measures to improve the site of 
Queensbury Lodge if developers do 
not take action. 

Queensbury Lodge, on the High 
Street in Newmarket, has long been 
shrouded in controversy over plans 
to build a supermarket on the site, 
put forward by developers Unex. 
Through lengthy applications and 
appeals, the land fell into disrepair. 

But now the company’s latest 
appeal has failed, Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) have said 
they will take enforcement meas¬ 
ures against the company to get the 
site improved if attempts to engage 
with developers fail. 

A spokesperson for FHDC said: 
“The listed buildings on this site 
are on the Suffolk Buildings at Risk 
Register and are given protection 
under legislation. We have been 
able to get repairs made in the past 
to preserve the fabric through ne¬ 
gotiation. 

“FHDC’s Cabinet has already 
committed to addressing this site 
and the awaited outcome of the 
planning appeal has been deliv¬ 
ered. As active members of New¬ 
market Vision, we are keen to see 
the presentation of the site im¬ 


proved, which would ideally be 
achieved by working with the site 
owner. 

“Local authorities have powers to 
take action where a historic build¬ 
ing has deteriorated to the extent 
that its preservation may be at risk 
and we are also considering what 
enforcement measures could be 
used should any attempt to engage 
positively with the owner fail.” 

Newmarket Town Council have 
also asked for enforcement action 
in a letter to FHDC, praising the 
district council’s “robust approach” 
in the appeals process and asking 
for enforcement action to be taken 


to improve the site. 

The letter was ratified at a full 
town council meeting on Monday 
evening and will be sent to FHDC. 

At a meeting last week, Cllr Ra¬ 
chel Hood said the feeling was 
“unanimous” that something must 
be done. 

Residents living at Fairlawns, 
which is close to Queensbury 
Lodge, have also spoken out against 
the “eyesore”, fearing the site was 
“starting to affect the valuations of 
the 30 apartments”. 

Nicholas Flack, secretary of the 
Fairlawns Residents Society, said at 
the meeting last Tuesday: “We have 


a large parcel of land that must be 
dealt with and must be improved 
immediately. This is crazy. It has 
been going on for 20 years now. 

“We can’t carry on just putting 
our heads in the sand and not do¬ 
ing anything about it. Fm worried 
we will never do anything about it.” 

He added: “Newmarket is the 
home of racing, we all realise that 
but I would like to think that we 
could try and move on. 

“At present the town of Newmar¬ 
ket is being held to ransom over 
this, with no progress in sight.” 

The developers told the News this 
week that plans are being made for 



the site, but they would not com¬ 
ment further. 

A spokesperson for Unex said: 
“We have got something in the 
pipeline for Queensbury Lodge but 
we are not prepared to talk about it 
at the moment.”

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Victorious on VE Day - 
trainer Gerry turns 90

A NEWMARKET trainer who helped 
to guide the winner of the 1,000 
Guineas to success on Victory in Eu¬ 
rope Day in 1945 celebrated his 90th 
birthday this week with lots of spe¬ 
cial guests. 

Gerry Blum, who lives in Moulton, 
threw a party for more than 100 
guests, including trainer lack Berry 
MBE and ex-jockey George Duffield 
MBE. 

Gerry started out as an apprentice 
in Newmarket in 1938. 

He then went on to train horses for 
28 years in the town and has many a 
quirky tale to tell, including meeting 
the Queen and looking after a par¬ 
ticularly noteworthy winner. 

He said: “I looked after the filly 
called Sunstream who won the 1,000 
Guineas at Newmarket on May 8, 
1945. 

“That was VE Day, Victory in Eu¬ 
rope Day. Everyone in Newmarket 
and thousands of soldiers came rac¬ 
ing. They all put bets on and there 
were so many who had backed Sun- 
stream that the bookies ran out of 
money to pay out in winnings and 
they had to take people’s names 
and addresses to send the winnings 
later.” 

Gerry, who has two sons, worked 
at Lord Derby’s Stanley House Sta¬ 
bles during the war, looking after 



of which Gerry hadn’t seen for 50 
years, enjoyed a buffet lunch. 

Ed added: “My father is probably 
one of the oldest serving racing peo¬ 
ple in Newmarket now I imagine. 

“He worked for trainers such as 
Walter Earl and Harry Wragg, before 
going on to train for 28 years in New¬ 
market.” 

Gerry’s birthday celebration also 
raised £350 for the Newmarket Day 
Centre.

Because it was 
the King’s filly the race was delayed 
for 30 minutes. 

“Gerry helped catch the horse in 
the car park. He recounted the story 
to the Queen whenhe was introduced 
to her at Newmarket Day Centre. 
The Queen remembered the 
event well as she was also 
at the races that day with 
her father.”

Woman 'thought she would 
die' rape trial jury is told 


A WOMAN has claimed 
that she feared she would 
die when she was allegedly 
attacked and raped by 
former world speedway 
champion Michael Lee. 

Giving evidence yesterday 
at Ipswich Crown Court, 
the woman alleged that Lee 
had attacked her in a toilet 
before forcing her to have 
sex with him. 

She said she had tried 
to fight off Lee using her 


arms and legs but had been 
unable to do so and felt she 
had no choice other than to 
submit to him. 

The woman said: "I kept 
fighting him but I felt too 
scared. I couldn't stop him. I 
thought I was going to die." 

She claimed Lee followed 
her into a toilet where he 
knocked her over, pulled 
out a chunk of her hair and 
tried to put a bin bag over 
her head. 


Later Lee had expressed 
no remorse and said he'd do 
it again, said the woman. 

Lee alleged the woman's 
claims were "pure 
fabrication" to destroy him. 

Lee, 55, Freckenham 
Road, Worlington, has 
pleaded not guilty to raping 
and assaulting the woman 
causing actual bodily harm 
and also denies sexually 
assaulting another woman. 
The trial continues.

£17,000 fine for 
safety breach 


A BUSINESS in Lakenheath 
was ordered to pay over 
£27,000 after an employee 
was crushed by a forklift 
truck and had to have his 
spleen removed. 

Murfitts Industries, on 
Station Road in Lakenheath, 
were found to have com¬ 
mitted safety breaches after 
a forklift truck overturned, 
severely injuring a member 
of staff. 

The 27-year-old agency 
worker was manoeuvring 
the vehicle when it over¬ 
turned and crushed him in 
September 2012, Bury Mag-

istrates heard. He suffered 
severe injuries and had his 
spleen removed, leaving him 
on antibiotics for the rest of 
his life. 

The court heard he had not 
received any formal training 
to drive the vehicle and was 
not wearing a seatbelt. 

Murfitts pleaded guilty 
to breaching Regulation 9 
of the Provision and Use of 
Work Equipment regula¬ 
tions and were fined £17,000 
and ordered to pay £10,985 
in costs. 


HSE Inspector Steven Gill 
said: “This injury could eas¬ 
ily have been avoided had 
Murfitts Industries provided 
sufficient training and ad¬ 
equate supervision to make 
sure safety measures were in 
place, such as drivers wear¬ 
ing seatbelts. 

“Murfitts knew the stand¬ 
ard for training because they 
had provided it for their own 
staff, but failed to ensure 
that their agency workers 
were similarly trained when 
using the same equipment.” 

Murfitts declined to com¬ 
ment. 


Man, 79, denies assaulting girl, 7 


A 79-YEAR-OLD babysitter 
encouraged a 7-year-old girl 
to stroke his genitals, a court 
heard. 

Albert Waters, of Pound 
Close, Burwell, denies sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a child under 
the age of 13 by touching on 
May 11 last year, as well as in¬ 
decent exposure, which the 
youngster alleges took place 
when she was 6. 

At Cambridge Crown 
Court on Monday, prosecu¬ 
tor Sara Walker said the most 
recent incident took place at 
the girl’s house when Waters 
was babysitting her and her 
sister while their father was 
on a night out in Newmarket. 

Miss Walker said: “Her fa¬ 
ther came home at 2am that 
evening and he said that eve¬ 


rything was in order and he 
went to bed. 

“It wasn’t until the next day 
at 5pm that the sister said 
the girl had ‘done something 
with Albert last night’. 

“The father asked his 
daughter what happened 
and she became upset and 
started crying.” 

The defendant apparent¬ 
ly came into the children’s 
shared room to read a story, 
but went on to expose him¬ 
self and ask the complainant 
to touch him, which she did. 

In her police interview, the 
complainant said: “I said no 
but he said yes, yes, and I 
said no, no. 

“Afterwards he told me not 
to tell daddy and he went 
downstairs.” 


Waters disputes the pros¬ 
ecution’s case but accepts 
that “things got out of hand”, 
leading to the 7-year-old re¬ 
vealing her genitals and ask¬ 
ing to see his in return. 

He said he refused but the 
girl touched him through 
his trousers and then pulled 
them down suddenly, leaving 
him exposed. Miss Walker 
said: “We do not accept the 
defence’s version.” 

On the second charge, she 
added: “The girl told police 
that on an earlier occasion 
she had been in her house 
upstairs playing with toys 
and the defendant came into 
her bedroom and said Took 
at this’. She then saw that his 
penis was outside of his trou¬ 
sers.” The trial continues.

Tributes paid 
as man, 24 
dies after crash 


A 24-YEAR-OLD man who 
died six days after his car 
crashed in Exning has been 
named by police. 

Luke O’Sullivan, 24, of 
Carter Street in Fordham, 
died as a result of a single 
vehicle collision in Exning in 
the early hours of Saturday, 
April 19. 

Emergency services were 
called to Cemetery Hill in 
Exning at 4.35am, to find a 
silver Peugeot 206 had hit a 
lamppost. 

Luke was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital with seri¬ 
ous head and neck injuries 
but died from his injuries six 
days later on Friday, April 25. 

Friends and family have 
left flowers at the scene of 
the collision on Cemetery 
Hill in Exning and tributes 
have been paid to the popu¬ 
lar 24-year-old on social me¬ 
dia. 
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Jaz Taylor tweeted: “My 
heart is broken. Moments 
like this make you realise 
how important family are. 
RIP Luke O’Sullivan x.” 

Alex Knowles added on 
Twitter: “Luke O’Sullivan 
was not only a great cousin 
but also a great friend to me 
and I will never forget the 
times and chats we had. RIP 
buddy xx.” 

Shannon Ella described 
Luke as “a true kind soul, 
gone too young” and said 
she was “blessed to have 
known him”. Cam Miller 
added that he was “abso¬ 
lutely gutted” to hear the 
news. 

Luke used to be a stu¬ 
dent at Newmarket Upper 
School, now known as New¬ 


market College. Tributes 
from his old school friends 
also reached the site. 

Troy Pimbley said: “Just 
found out one of the guys 
I went to school with has 
passed away. So sad to hear, 
RIP Luke O Sullivan.” 

Newnsey added: “It’s nev¬ 
er nice to see someone you 
went to school with pass 
away at such a young age. 
#RIP.” 

The road was closed for six 
hours on the morning of Sat¬ 
urday, April 19 while police 
officers investigated. 

The police are continu¬ 
ing with their investigations 
and would like to speak to 
anyone who saw the silver 
Peugeot 206 before or at the 
time of the collision.

AIR pollution killed an estimated 
366 people in Suffolk in the latest 
year for which we have new figures: 
That's the shocking figure revealed 
in the latest report from Public 
Health England. 

Across the UK it is estimated that 
25,002 people died because of air 
pollution in 2010. 

That included a total of 2,844 
people here in the East of England. 


Public Health England's report 
estimates that 5.6% of deaths in 
Eastern England were attributable to 
air pollution. 

That's a total of 29,096 life-years 
lost. 

With pollution-related deaths in 
the East running at this level, it 
is abundantly clear that action 
is needed. And the recent smog 
episode only makes this clearer than 
ever. 

For example: We need clean 
renewable energy rather than the 
burning of coal. We need a green 
energy revolution. 

We need clean public transport 
options, plus a huge improvement 
in the numbers of people cycling 
and walking. 

We need what we in the Green 
Party have been calling for 
consistently: a public transport 
revolution. 

The way in which the A14 
expansion-plans (for example) 
threaten our air quality is now 
something that we cannot any 
longer avoid taking seriously.

Nurse’s behaviour was 
‘callous’ hearing told 


A NURSE has been cau¬ 
tioned after her behaviour 
towards a 70-year-old fe¬ 
male patient was described 
as “callous” and “deplorable” 
by the Nursing and Midwife¬ 
ry Council. 

Brenda McDonald, who 
worked at Newmarket Com¬ 
munity Hospital, was found 
to have been verbally abu¬ 
sive to the vulnerable wom¬ 
an during a shift on July 
5, 2011, in which she said, 
“why are you not helping me 
more?” and “don’t turn the 
water works on with me”. 

The panel also agreed she 
handled the patient in a 
rough manner on Rosemary 
Ward, when placing her in a 
hoist to use the toilet. 

Mrs McDonald, who re¬ 
signed from her post after 
the incident but before for¬ 
mal disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings could start, did not 
attend the hearing after in-

forming the NMC she had 
retired from the profession. 

The panel heard the 
nurse’s behaviour brought 
the patient to tears. 

Leann Mohammed, on 
behalf of the NMC, said Mrs 
McDonald had been warned 
about her manner towards 
patients previously. 

Reading out the account 
of the patient, she said: 
“When she did put me in the 
hoist she was very rough . . 
. especially when I couldn’t 
move my legs to get the sling 
under them properly ... I 
started to cry.” 

A physiotherapist and 
healthcare assistant who 
witnessed the incident 
told the panel they were 
“shocked, upset and dis¬ 
turbed” by it. 

Sara Nathan, panel chair¬ 
man, said: “The fact that 


Mrs McDonald continued to 
be aggressive despite the pa¬ 
tient being visibly upset has 
led us to the conclusion that 
Mrs McDonald’s attitude in 
the circumstances was cal¬ 
lous. 

“For a nurse, to reduce a 
vulnerable patient to tears 
and then make no effort to 
console them, but rather 
press on in a similar man¬ 
ner, is unacceptable. This 
is especially the case when 
that person’s job is to make 
the patient feel safe and help 
with their rehabilitation.” 

She said the panel was 
satisfied that her behaviour 
amounted to misconduct.” 

However, the panel did 
concede that it was a single 
incident following a series of 
night shifts which may have 
led the nurse to be “tired and 
stressed”. 

A caution order for two 
years was imposed.

The news sparked mixed 
reaction from Newmarket 
residents. 

Local retailer Julie Eden 
said: “Somewhere peo¬ 
ple can shop more locally 
from a smaller store is a 
good thing and I would 
rather see a Tesco store 
than another betting shop 
on the High Street.” 

But local resident Phil 
Hunter said a High Street 
store would not be practi¬ 
cal. 


He said: “My opinion re¬ 
ally is that a Tesco is not 
needed on the High Street. 

“You have got to think of 
parking. If you do park up 
in the car parks you have 
to carry your shopping 
back. 

“When I’m in town I do 
my shopping in some of 
the other shops like Best 
Buy which is cheap and 
cheerful. 

“I’m not a big shopper 
anyway but Tesco is not 


needed here.” 

But Katie Porter said 
younger people in the 
town may welcome 
a Tesco store. 

She added: “I 
would say yes, a 
Tesco would be 
good here. I don’t 
want to have to 
f go to Marks and 
Spencer to do my 
shopping. 

“I’m only going in 

there because it’s con¬ 
venient but a Tesco store 
would be even more con¬ 
venient.”

Colt sets European 
record for Breeze ups

A NEW European record has been set in 
horse sales after a War Front colt sold for 
1,150,000 guineas - or £1,207,500 - last 
week. 

The young horse, from Willie Browne’s 
Mocklershill in Tipperary, set the bar as 
the top price paid anywhere in the world 
this year at Tattersalls Craven Breeze Up 
sale. 

The sale sees two-year-old horses in 
training breeze over three furlongs be¬ 
fore they’re sold over the coming days. 

A number of bidders were in the run¬ 
ning to take on the colt, before it was 
successfully sold to lamie McCalmont. 

Consignor Willie Browne said: “It’s 
brilliant, I can’t believe it. 

“I knew he was popular, he did a great 
breeze, he ticked all the right boxes and 
all the ingredients were there for a big 
price. And of course he is by the right 
stallion. 

“He was led out in the US unsold at 
$240,000 as a yearling and I’d thought I’d 
go and get him privately for $200,000 - in 
the end I had to pay $250,000. 

“But he was worth it.” 

A second horse, the High Chapar¬ 
ral colt, set the record on the first day 
of the sales, costing 800,000 guineas, or 


£840,000. 

The horse had originally been pur¬ 
chased at Tattersalls in the December 
Yearling Sale for 41,000 guineas. 

Consignor fim McCarten said: “I loved 
the colt from the moment I bought him 
and he has done everything right since, 
never missed a day. 

“The first time I worked him, you 
could see he was special and the lads 
riding him have always been mad about 
him. 

“I never expected that, but this is what 
we are all in the game for.” 

The horse was purchased by Ross 
Doyle, who said he could be a “super- 
star”.

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Lieutenant

A LIEUTENANT from the US Air Force has 
been fined almost £1,200 after damaging a 
dog statue during a bar crawl in London. 

Christopher Mesnard, 26, who is sta¬ 
tioned at RAF Mildenhall, pleaded guilty 
to criminal damage to property under 
£5,000 in Hammersmith Magistrates’ 
Court last week. 

The court heard Mesnard was joining 
friends on a bar crawl around London, 
where he planned to drink half a pint in 26 
bars along the Circle Line. 

After losing his friends, he was spotted 
astride a “fake topiary dog”, outside the 
home of celebrity dog trainer Lucy Ken¬ 
nedy. 

The police were called to Miss Kennedy’s 
home in Notting Hill at around 12.30am 
on March 30 after she was disturbed by a 
noise outside. 

Miss Kennedy, who has appeared on 
various TV shows, including The Appren-

tice and It’s me or the Dog, looked out of 
the window to see Mesnard fall off the 
statue which was bolted to the ground. 

When arrested, Mesnard, who is a depu¬ 
ty chief of public affairs at RAF Mildenhall, 
said he had been on a pub crawl that had 
started at 11am that morning in Padding¬ 
ton station. 

Manjit Mahal, prosecuting, said Mes¬ 
nard accepted he was “drunk but not in¬ 
capable”. 

He was ordered to pay £995 in compen¬ 
sation to Miss Kennedy for the damaged 
statue, a £150 contribution towards court 
costs and a £25 victim surcharge. 

Addressing the court, he apologised for 
a “severe lapse” in judgement and said he 
had made a “poor decision to drink too 
much”.

I couldn’t believe it, I just kept 
saying: ‘No, it’s not true,” Jessica 
laughs. “She showed me the scan 
and I was just crying in disbelief. 
They were actually real - it was ab¬ 
solutely amazing.” 

It’s been quite a journey for the 
couple, who met in Mexico City 
before moving to Cambridge nearly 
a decade ago. “We met at univer¬ 
sity around 14 years ago and have 
been married for 12 years,” Jessica 
smiles. “Jose was doing his PhD and 
teaching in the university and I was 
studying psychology.” 

Naturally maternal, Jessica al¬ 


ways knew she wanted children, 
and the couple started trying for a 
baby once they’d moved to Cam¬ 
bridge. They assumed it would be 
the perfect start to their new life 
here. “Although we weren’t desper¬ 
ate to have children straight away, 
we started trying,” explains Jessica. 

“It had been about a year and we 
hadn’t been able to conceive, so we 
went back to Mexico to visit family 
and I saw my gynaecologist just to 
check everything was OK.” 

Tests revealed that Jessica and 
Jose wouldn’t be able to conceive 
naturally. They were both heart-

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broken. “It was a big shock,” 
Jessica concedes. “You have 
your fantasy about what 
you want from life and you 
think having children is 
something so natural and 
straightforward, something 
which everyone does. You 
just presume it’s going to 
happen and is part of the 
plan.” 

Jessica and Jose returned 
to England, and, desperate 
to start a family, they began 
to discuss other options. 
They started looking into 
IVF and eventually made the 
decision to have treatment 
at Bourn Hall in Cambridge, 
the world’s first IVF centre. 

It was a gruelling and 
emotional process, full of 
ups and downs. “It was 
very intense. The combina¬ 
tion of hormones and emo¬ 
tional implications means 
you can’t forget you’re going 
through it. There are lots 
of injections, lots of blood 
drawn, checks and scans 
all the time. You just think 
about it constantly,” Jessica 
explains. 

“In my naivety I thought it 
would definitely work.” 

But it wasn’t to be. “When 
that first cycle failed I felt 
like my world was falling 
apart,” Jessica says. “I think 
that was the moment in my 
life when I felt the saddest.” 

Normally a positive and 
upbeat person, Jessica was 
inconsolable. “Jose was real¬ 
ly worried about me because 
I would just stay at home all 
day, every day. It was 2008 
when the Olympics were on 
and that’s all I would watch 
all day. 

“He would tell me to go 
out and I would refuse, I 
wouldn’t do anything. It was 
completely out of character.” 

Seven more cycles of IVF 
followed, but to no avail. 
Jessica tried to pick herself 
up after each disappoint¬ 
ment, but the pain of see¬ 
ing close friends and family 
bringing home their new¬ 
born babies was becoming 
too much to bear. “I’d been 
so friendly, so open and so 
forgiving, but suddenly I 
would feel jealous about 
things and couldn’t bear to 
see little babies or pregnant 
women,” says Jessica. 

“I got to a point where 
I started feeling terribly 
guilty. It was like: ‘I know 
I should feel happy for her, 
but I can’t, I just feel angry.’ 
I couldn’t help but think: 
‘Why can everyone have 
children and I can’t?’ 

“I’ll never forget this one 
day; it was May 10, Mother’s 
Day in Mexico. I was at work 
and one of my students 
asked if she could leave ear¬ 
ly. I asked her why and she 
said she was pregnant and 
was booked in to a clinic to 
have the pregnancy termi¬ 
nated. It was the day I found 
out my cycle had failed. 

“I was professional and 
said the right things but then 
the moment she left - just 
thinking about it makes me 
sad - I started crying, it was 
awful. All I could think was: 
‘Why do some silly 15-year- 
olds get pregnant so easily, 
because they have unpro¬ 
tected sex and are acting on 


impulse, but we can’t?’ 

“Jose was so supportive,” 
Jessica smiles. “He knew ex¬ 
actly how to support me and 
cared for me amazingly. It 
brought us closer together.” 

Jessica likens the emo¬ 
tions she felt with each 
failed cycle to grief. “My 
counsellor Linda - an amaz¬ 
ing woman, who I have huge 
respect for - used to tell me, 
if you have a miscarriage, 
you lose a child and people 
say how horrible that is, but 
here it wasn’t quite a miscar¬ 
riage, it wasn’t quite losing a 
child, but you’re losing po¬ 
tential babies. You feel like 
you have lost something 
which is so dear to you, 
even though you don’t know 
it,” says Jessica. 

The couple eventually 
got to a point where they 
thought enough is enough, 
and decided to take a break 
from the treatment. They 
travelled, started training for 
a triathlon and just did their 
best to keep their minds off 
IVF 

“I couldn’t take it any¬ 
more; I felt exhausted. I 
think I needed that year, to 
give up and just relax. I fo¬ 
cused on other things and 
even considered a life with¬ 
out children.” 

A year later, Jessica and 
Jose returned to Bourn Hall 
reinvigorated to give IVF 
one last go. 

The fresh cycle of IVF 
produced two good embryos 
which were both transferred 
to the womb (“I went in 
with really low expecta¬ 
tions, I was much more 
relaxed,” Jessica 
says). They took 
a pregnancy test 
two weeks later, 
and it delivered 
the news they 
had been wait¬ 
ing so long to 
hear - Jessica was 
pregnant. 

“I did another preg¬ 
nancy test a week later and 
it was positive again, I just 
couldn’t believe it was hap¬ 


pening,” she laughs. ’’After 
so many years you lose hope 
and expectation. Of course 
I wanted it to be true but 
I convinced myself that it 
wasn’t to avoid further dis¬ 
appointment.” 

How did they feel when 
they found out they were 
having not one, but two ba¬ 
bies? 

“Disbelief was the first 
emotion. We couldn’t be¬ 
lieve there was one, let 
alone two. I felt immensely 
lucky,” Jessica says. 

The pregnancy was not 
without its scares. Jessica 
had two major bleeds, and 
was terrified she had mis¬ 
carried. 

“There was always some¬ 
thing in the back of my 
mind saying: ‘If something 
goes wrong here, then I will 
never have children.’ It was 
impossible to fully relax af¬ 
ter going through everything 
we’d gone through.” 

There were further com¬ 
plications during the birth. 
Danielle and Ian were born 
two minutes apart and both 
were tiny: Ian weighing 2.4 
kilograms and Danielle just 
1.4. Ian was able to come 
home but Danielle had to 
stay in hospital for two-and- 
a-half weeks, which, Jessica 
says, felt like an eternity. 

Today, the twins are thriv¬ 
ing; happy and healthy. 

Is parenthood everything 
Jessica had hoped for? Defi¬ 
nitely,” she smiles. “My fa¬ 
vourite thing has been see¬ 
ing them develop. 

‘It’s amazing how you 
can love two human be¬ 
ings so much. When 
people said in the 
past: ‘You’ll only 
understand when 
you’re a mum’ 
and now I know 
what they meant 
by that - the feel¬ 
ing of completion 
and pure love. You 
know you would do 
anything for these two little 
creatures. It’s so intense and 
amazing.”

IIA BTA 
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Man, 25, had 
cocaine and 
ecstasy pills 


A MAN who refused to heed police ad¬ 
vice to stop misbehaving in Newmarket 
town centre and was then found to be 
carrying illegal drugs has been placed 
under supervision for two years. 

Robert Luckings, 25, appeared in Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court on Friday, April 25, 
where he was ordered to complete a nine 
month drug rehabilitation and testing 
programme and given a supervision or¬ 
der for two years. 

At an earlier hearing the court was told 
that Luckings, of Aureole Walk, Newmar¬ 
ket had been moved on by police officers 
on patrol in the early hours of November 
24 last year but returned to the scene 
soon afterwards. 

The court was told when searched by 
police, Luckings was found to have a 
white powder in his pocket which analy¬ 
sis showed was cocaine. 

A subsequent search of Lucking’s home 
revealed more cocaine and 16 bags con-

taining a total of 163 tablets, 90 of which 
were ecstasy. 

Luckings had pleaded guilty to four 
offences of possession of cocaine, pos¬ 
session of ecstasy, a drug known as BZP 
and another called CPR all with intent to 
supply. 

Defending, Charles Kellett said: “Mr 
Luckings has learned some important 
lessons since his arrest.” 

Before his arrest Luckings had ignored 
advice from his family and acted like a 
“slacker”, said Mr Kellett. 

Since being charged with the drug of¬ 
fences Luckings father had noticed a 
change for the better in his son. 

Luckings had attended a local gym 
where the owner, a friend, had paid for 
him to obtain a qualification for what 
was hoped would become a career in fit¬ 
ness.

IF you enjoy your music slightly off the 
beaten track, you should definitely be 
keeping an eye on the latest cornex: 
discover concerts; a new strand of quirky, 
non-mainstream programming, writes 
Andrew Burton. 

Next up in the series (we've already had 
The Tyburn Tree from John Harle and 
Marc Almond) is an obscure multimedia 
concert by music ensemble Icebreaker. 

They're bringing Kraftwerk Uncovered: 
A Future Past to the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on the final date of their hugely 
successful spring tour. 

Last year, the box office at London's 
Tate Modern went into meltdown, such 
was the demand for tickets when German 
techno pioneers Kraftwerk announced 
a string of dates; their first in almost a 
decade. They were to perform eight live 
shows, one album per night, beginning 
with 1974's Autobahn - the recording 
that put them on the map, influencing 
scores of bands and musicians. The chaos 
paid testament to the enduring legacy of 
a band whose radical experimentation 
with synthesisers created a soundtrack for 


the digital age. 

The shows were perhaps the most 
talked about of the year, with critics 
unanimously agreeing that - more than 
four decades since forming - Kraftwerk 
remain as captivating as ever. 

It makes sense then that Icebreaker, one 
of the UK's most dynamic contemporary 
music groups, should choose to reimagine 
the work of this iconic band. 

For this UK tour, they turn their 
attention to Kraftwerk's early recordings, 
retracing the steps to the band's origins in 
free jazz and a more acoustic sound that 
preceded the techno-futurist albums that 
followed. 

By reflecting on the transition from their 
earlier work to the legacy of their later 
albums, Icebreaker updates the Kraftwerk 
story, presenting a full history of this 
seminal band. 

For Kraftwerk Uncovered: A Future 
Past, Icebreaker collaborates with 
German composer, producer and sound- 
scapist J Peter Schwalm, and London- 
based visual artist Sophie Clements, 
together with Berlin-based visual artist 



Toby Cornish. 

"Our focus is on Kraftwerk's early, 
semi-improvised music that combined 
acoustic and electronic instruments," 
explains Schwalm. "And its relationship 


to their career-defining albums from 
Trans Europe Express to Computer World. 
Where Kraftwerk's aesthetic moved ever 
closer to the 'man machine' we aim to 
adopt a more 'retro-futurist' approach 


to find the 'human' inside the machine, 
beginning with Ralf Hutter and Florian 
Schneider's own early albums."

BLUE RUIN (IS, 90 mins) 
SPUR-of-the-moment actions speak 
louder than carefully chosen words 
in Jeremy Saulnier’s impeccably 
crafted second feature. 

Indeed, when the bedraggled 
hero of Blue Ruin is finally put 
on the spot and forced to justify 
his actions, he apologises for his 
poor articulation and squirms, 
marinading in the sweat of his 
mounting discomfort. 

From its striking opening 
shot of a man languishing in a 
bath, Saulnier's revenge thriller 
establishes a deceptively slow and 
steady pace that belies the nerve- 
shredding tension beneath the 
surface. 

Once the first drop of blood is 
spilt - and it's a stomach-churning 
spray of glossy claret - we're 
completely in the writer-director's 
vice-like grip, unable to take our 
eyes from the screen as his tense 
game of cat and mouse reaches its 
shocking yet emotionally satisfying 
denouement. 

The lean 90-minute running time 
is perfectly judged - any longer and 
our nails would be gnawed down to 
the cuticle. 

Macon Blair delivers a riveting 
central performance as homeless 
drifter Dwight, who lives in a rusted 
blue Pontiac parked down by the 
beach. He scrounges for scraps of 
discarded food in dumpsters and 
occasionally breaks into vacant 


homes to savour a splash of hot 
running water. 

One unremarkable morning, 
Dwight is shepherded into the local 
police station where Officer Eddy 
(Sidne Anderson) delivers some dire 
news. 

"He's going to be released," she 
says solemnly. 

It transpires that Will Cleland 
(David W Thompson), the man 
who is serving time for murdering 
Dwight's parents, is poised to 
re-emerge into the outside world. 

Eddy's revelation shakes Dwight 
out of his self-pitying fug. 

He tidies his appearance and 
drives back to West Virginia to 
wait nervously outside the prison 
and watch as Will emerges from 
incarceration into the care of his 
mother Kris (Eve Plumb). 

Dwight's quest to dole out what 
he perceives as justice to Will 
and his hillbilly brethren imperils 
Dwight's estranged sister Sam (Amy 
Hargreaves) and her two children. 

Thankfully, old school pal Ben 


(Devin Ratray) has a stash of 
firearms and some pithy words of 
wisdom about killing in cold blood. 

"No big speeches," he advises. 
"You point the gun, you shoot the 
gun." 

Anchored by a tour-de-force 
central performance by Blair, whose 
mournful stare instantly curries our 
sympathy, Blue Ruin breathes new 
life into a well-worn genre. 

Flashes of macabre humour, 
reminiscent of the early Coen 
brothers, allow us to pause for 
sharp intakes of breath between 
meticulously staged set pieces 
including an altercation in a diner 
toilet and a night-time stand-off 
with two merciless members of the 
Cleland clan. 

Saulnier makes every cent of his 
$1 million budget count including 
some horribly convincing make-up 
effects as Dwight incurs life- 
threatening wounds that could 
derail his twisted crusade. 

Our wincing is nothing compared 
to his screams of on-screen anguish.

Fending off 

badgers 


WALKING up my garden a few weeks ago, I 
discovered great clumps missing from my lawn, 
and that the resulting holes had been used as 
some sort of animal toilet. 

I live in a fairly rural area, and was soon told the 
likely culprits were badgers, territorial creatures 
which have no problem 
digging under fences to forage 
for food in my - and many 
other people's - prized grass. 

"They are the JCBs of 
the animal world, built for 
digging," says Jack Reevey, 
media adviser of the charity 
Badger Trust (www.badger. 
org.uk). "It's very difficult to 
deter them. If you try to fence 
them out, it would have to be 
a very strong chain link fence 
rather than chicken wire and 
you would have to dig it 2ft 
down because they can burrow under fences. The 
fence also needs to be higher than 3ft or they'll 
climb over it." 

Pungent scents such as Olbas oil or citronella 
can deter them, he notes, but such scents will 
have to be re-applied regularly because they 
evaporate or rain simply removes them. If you 
are fertilising flower borders, avoid adding fish, 


blood and bone to them as its scent attracts them, 
along with the rich, loamy soil which is a haven 
for worms. "Although badgers are timid creatures, 
light doesn't particularly worry them and they get 
used to other distractions such as scarecrows or 
sonic devices," he notes. "Noise doesn't worry 
them either. I've heard of setts 
being made under train tracks 
and of one instance where 
a sett was found under the 
runway of an RAF airbase." 

If you have a particular patch 
of lawn where the badgers 
are feeding, you can place a 
piece of chicken wire on the 
offending area, pegging it down 
strongly, and let the grass grow 
through it. It should deter the 
badgers, who don't like getting 
their claws caught in the wire 
mesh. 

Lawns in good condition, particularly if they are 
well drained and free of moss, are also less likely 
to suffer, the Trust says. 

The RHS advises replacing damaged turf by 
re-sowing with grass seed or laying turf in April. 
They add that improved aeration and drainage 
of a lawn will reduce the insect larvae burden 
too. Also the removal of moss and overhanging

vegetation which both contribute to damp areas. 
Generally well drained and well aerated lawns are 
less attractive to insects as an egg laying site so 
less larvae result. 

A badger's diet consists of around 50% worms 
and the rest is made up of leatherjackets, which 
are larvae of the cranefly, chafer grubs and other 
insect larvae, the majority of which can be found 
in lawns and short grass. 

In the vegetable patch, they love carrots but I've 
heard they don't like parsnips or beetroot which 
you can plant to keep them away, and some 
gardeners put out peanuts (which they are fond 


of) in the hope it will distract them from more 
precious garden crops. 

They will also eat flower bulbs, fruits and 
vegetables, and seasonal availability of these 
foods will often mean badger activity fluctuates 
with the time of year - my own badger problem 
tends to happen in winter and spring, with Reevey 
says is common. 

With all this advice in mind, always seek 
advice before taking any action. Many badger 
conservation groups have a lot of experience in 
dealing with problems caused by badgers and 
your local group may be able to provide advice.

Newmarket edged out 
in promotion play-off 


GARETH Godfrey rued a season of 
missed opportunities after New¬ 
market failed to achieve promotion 
by losing 18-17 to Clacton in the 
London & SE Divisional play-off. 

As the second-placed side in 
Eastern Counties One, they faced 
Clacton, who were second in 
Essex One, but they were dealt a 
blow when Adam Smith was ruled 
out on the morning of the match. 

Josh Parry then limped off with a 
knee problem five minutes in and 
skipper Ali Walker suffered an injury 
early in the second half. 

Clacton kicked an early penalty 
which was replied to for Newmarket 
by Michael Reeves.

After the break, Clacton landed a 
long-range penalty and then when 
they shanked another penalty, they 
followed it up to get the touch down, 
which was converted. 

A second, well-worked try saw

another score. 

“We had enough ability to 


beat them but we played to their 
strengths really, rather than ours,” 
said director of rugby Gareth 
Godfrey.

“The three biggest games of the 
season we lost by, essentially, one 
try. 

“We need to put it right to win 
those tight games next season.” 

He added: “It’s disappointing as 
the opportunity to go up would 
have given us the chance to progress

The John Gosden-trained colt 
was imperious in slamming a 
strong field in the Greenham at 
Newbury and is a short price to win 
the opening Classic of the season. 

The Greenham was just the third 
race of Kingman’s life, and Doyle 
felt everything went like clockwork 
in his trial. 

“I’m looking forward to it,” he 


said. “I’ve not sat on him since the 
Greenham - Rab Havlin rides him 
in all his work and sits on him every 
day, there’s no need for me to go 
there. 

“I rode him at Sandown (Solario 
Stakes) and then went for a sit on 
him before the Greenham so I know 
him well enough now. 

“He was very good at Newbury 
but his ability has never been in 
question, it was purely to get a run 
under his belt. It’s all systems go.” 

All the big guns stood their ground 
among the 17 remaining possibles 


at the latest forfeit stage includ¬ 
ing winter favourite Australia, who 
lost that position when Kingman 
reappeared. Aidan O’Brien also has 
War Command, Giovanni Boldini 
and Oklahoma City still in the mix. 

Roger Varian’s Racing Post Tro¬ 
phy hero Kingston Hill brings a 
solid profile to the table, while the 
William Haggas-trained Ertijaal, 
victorious on All-Weather Champi¬ 
onships Finals Day at Lingfield on 
Good Friday, is another improver. 

Richard Hannon could saddle 
Toormore, Night Of Thunder and 


Shifting Power. 

There is significant overseas 
interest, too, with Noozhoh 
Canarias, the first Spanish-trained 
contender, set to take his chance, 
while Freddy Head is bullish about 
Prix Djebel scorer Charm Spirit, 
a route taken a few years ago by 
Makfi, whose trainer Mikel 
Delzangles could run Bookrunner. 

Godolphin are represented by 
Outstrip and David Elsworth’s Mas¬ 
ter The World and Kevin Ryan’s The 
Grey Gatsby are the other possibles.
